NEW YORK After breezing through a battery of TV 
interviews Sunday with hardly a revealing moment, 
President Obama finally let out some fresh informa- 
tion on David Letterman’s show Monday night. 

He let slip a few personal details about his daugh- 
ters, an off-limits topic elsewhere. He disclosed the 
name of a movie he saw recently with his wife. And 
he managed to talk a little about health care and 
Afghanistan too. 

The information wasn’t exactly breaking news, but 
the president has been busy hammering home an old 
message about the health care system overhaul. 

And, in fact, Letterman let him talk about his favor- 
ite topic for a good stretch of the show Letterman was 
content to listen as Obama talked about the plight of 
the uninsured and about his ideas for making things 
better. In a more personal moment, Obama talked 


about how tough the homework load is at Sidwell 
Friends School, the Quaker school his daughters, 
Sasha and Malia, attend in Washington. 

“We decided there weren’t going to be any fancy 
camps during the summer,” Obama said. “They basi- 
cally just goofed off during the summer ... which I 
couldn’t do.” 

“Others have,” Letterman said, a possible reference 
to the previous administration, drawing only a laugh 
from the president. 

Obama also offered some insight into family nights 
with the first lady when shown a picture of the two 
of them wearing 3-D glasses. They were watching the 
movie “Up” at the time, he said. 

In addition to watching movies, the Obama girls 
also have slumber parties at the White House and go 
to sleepovers at their friends’ houses, which requires 
parents get “frisked” by the Secret Service. 


In a serious moment, the president showed a hint of 
agreement with some points in a new report from the 
commander of U.S. and NATO forces in Afghanistan. 
Army Gen. Stanley A. McChrystal believes the mis- 
sion in Afghanistan could fail without more troops and 
a different strategy for tamping down the insurgency, 
according to a document revealed in The Washington 
Post on Monday 

Over the past seven years, Obama said, “our strate- 
gy drifted ... we didn’t have a clear sense of what it was 
we were trying to accomplish.” Obama also weighed 
in with a brief, but sharp point about race, another 
subject he typically avoids. 

Is all the vitriol about his domestic agenda really 
about race? Letterman asked the first black president. 
“It’s important to realize that I was actually black 
before the election,” Obama pointed out. “That tells 
you a lot, I think, about where the country is at.”

Just how old is 
your CTA rail car? 

CTA President Rich Rodriguez is no Oprah— not everyone will be 
getting a new car when the CTA receives its shipment of rail cars at 
the end of the year. Rodriguez said the CTA hasn’t determined which 
lines will get the new cars —which have to undergo testing and won’t be 
operational until 2011— but chances are if you are on the Blue Line, you 
could use them. 

The Blue Line has some of the oldest cars in the CTA’s fleet of 1,190. 
The ones with the folding doors are more than 40 years old. 

“Going Public” got details about the Blue Line’s cars and other trains 
during a tour of the Skokie Shop, where rail cars undergo repairs and 
overhauls. 

The CTA has four types of rail cars. The ones that run on the Green 
Line are from the mid-1970s. Some of these cars also run on the Purple 
Line. 

Another series of cars, acquired by the CTA in the early- to mid- 
1980s, run on the Blue, Pink, Red and Purple Lines, These newer mod- 
els operate with the folding door cars on the Blue Line so at least two 
cars on every train are handicap accessible. 

The CTA’s newest cars are at least 15 years old and run on the bellow, 
Brown and Orange Lines. 

Though much of the work at the Skokie Shop is maintaining these 
rail cars, workers there also make bus-stop signs, paint rail cars and tin- 
ker with the train announcement system. 

Here are four things you might not know about CTA operations: 
»Like the cars themselves, some of the rail car parts are more than 40 
years old. The CTA tries to recycle its parts, and some new parts are 
actually invented at the Skokie Shop including a mechanism that looks 
like a hair net and acts as a pre-filter for the filters on air-conditioning 
units. 

» It’s important that rail car parts are clean so workers can easily check 
the parts for flaws. Thus, the parts are cleaned in a large dishwasher- 
like device. 

» Bus-stop signs have a protective seal so if vandals scrawl on them, the 
markings can be easily wiped off. 

» Likewise, the windows on the train are coated with a vandal shield 
material that can be peeled away when the windows are etched.

Grad student Jasenko Badic actu- 
ally crossed state lines for his most 
recent job, even though he didn’t 
have to travel too far for the trip. 

Until late August, Badic held a 
summer architecture internship 
that required him to travel from 
Milwaukee to downtown five days 
a week. His commute time: approxi- 
mately 1 hour and 45 minutes each 
day door-to-door. The toughest 
part was his evening trip, accord- 
ing to Badic, who is studying at the 
University of Wisconsin-Milwaukee. 

If Badic missed his 5 p.m train, he 
would have to wait another three 
hours for the next available Amtrak, 
he said. 

“I love to work in Chicago,” Badic, 
24, said. “The commute, not so 
much.” To make it less tedious, Badic 
said, he worked, read four or five 
books and did a lot of sleeping on 
the train. “You’d be surprised how 
many people do this,” Badic said of 
the Milwaukee-to-Chicago ride and 
reverse commute. “After a while, I 
noticed a little community of com- 
muters forming. We were like a fam- 
ily, greeting each other every day.”

and takes three hours, but 
is worth it for an “incredible 
commute,” Herskovitz told 
Red Eye. 

He said he runs whether 
there’s rain, sleet or shine. 

He wears a head lamp and 
special non-stick accessories 
on his running shoes to keep 
his commute convenient. 

“I’ve been running to 
work, no matter where I’ve 
worked since the mid-’80s,” 
Herskovitz, 52, said. “This 
is the longest commute, 
but I truly love it.” The run 
is especially important to 
Herskovitz, who works for 
the U.S. Department of Health 
and Human services, because 
of his ongoing battle with a 
nerve disorder he acquired 
during the Gulf War, he said.

Shootings spur calls for action

As Chicago races to implement an ambitious 
anti-violence plan to stop shootings before they 
occur, a tragic but familiar thing is happening: 
Students are already getting killed. 

Corey McClaurin, a senior at Simeon Career 
Academy High School, and Corey Harris, a bas- 
ketball player at Dyett High School, were both 
claimed by gun violence, and seven other stu- 
dents have been shot in September. 

“It is a brand-new school year and we are 
starting the death toll again,” said Rev. Michael 
Pfleger, pastor at St. Sabina Church, standing 
before a heap of stuffed animals Monday where 
friends of McClaurin had gathered at a makeshift 
memorial. McClaurin, 17, was shot Saturday as he 
sat in his car in the 8100 block of South Green 
Street. 

With every shooting, pressure mounts on the 
district to do something. 


The plan launched three weeks ago by schools 
chief Ron Huberman promises to offer intensive 
counseling and a job to the 200 students most 
at risk of being victims. Officials say the work is 
moving ahead on schedule, but they must work 
through the governmental red tape of contracts, 
school board votes and intergovernmental agree- 
ments. 

For starters, the district is still hammering out 
the details with a group providing the communi- 
ty-based advocates who will act as part counselor, 
part role model and part truant officer. Until that 
is settled, little else can start. 

The board of education will vote Wednesday 
on whether to enter into an agreement with 
Youth Advocacy Programs, Inc., a Pennsylvania- 
based group that provides such programs for 
youth and families. 

Another sticking point is negotiating with 
police over the sharing of such information as 


arrest records and criminal histories, sources said. 
CPS officials believe a criminal history is essen- 
tial for a complete student profile, the sources 
say But legal restrictions prevent the sharing of 
juvenile arrest and conviction histories. 

‘A conviction is sealed once the person turns 
21, and to have that information floating out 
there goes around the statute and jeopardizes the 
future of that young person,” said police spokes- 
man Roderick Drew 

Whatever the interagency conflict, expecta- 
tions for the plan are high: Huberman claims a 
statistical analysis points to 200 school kids who 
have a greater than 20 percent chance of being 
shot in the next two years. 

Rev. Pfleger said he supports Huberman’s pro- 
gram but thinks “there are still other things we 
need to do.” 

“It’s a great plan, but we have to implement it,” 
Pfleger said.

2 killed, 2 missing as 
storms drench Southeast 



ATLANTA Flooding from lines of thun- 
derstorms and rain across the Southeast 
killed at least two people and left two others 
missing Monday, including a Georgia toddler 
whose family’s mobile home was split apart 
by a swollen creek. 

Two Georgia motorists died when their 
vehicles were swept off Atlanta-area roads in a 
deluge that submerged some major highways 
and prompted flood warnings and school clo- 
sures. And officials bracing for more rain as a 
new line of storms threatened the area urged 
motorists to stay off the roads if they can. 

The waters also swept away aTennessee man 
who went swimming in an overflowing ditch on 
a dare and disappeared in the moving water. 

Crews in northwest Georgia worked furi- 
ously with one eye to the sky to shore up a 
levee that was in danger of failing along the 
surging Chattooga River. The rising waters 
forced local officials to evacuate hundreds 
of residents of the small town of Trion and 
inmate crews were stocking sandbags along 
the levee wall to reinforce it. 

“It’s a grave situation for us,” said Lamar 
Canada, who directs Chattooga County’s 
emergency management agency 

The “persistent tropical system” that has

New York import Mercadito 
talks a big game, but does it 
have the tacos to back it up?

ny out-of-town Mexican restaurant that dares come to Chicago 
had best be prepared to make a stand. The competition, from 
neighborhood taquerias to Rick Bayless’ mighty Clark Street tri- 
umvirate, covers a lot of ground and sets the bar high. Luckily, River North 
newcomer Mercadito (“little market” in Spanish) isn’t short on swagger. 

Armed with Mexican market-inspired flavors and lots of tequila, the lively 
concept from chef Patricio Sandoval and his brothers/partners Alfredo and 
Felipe arrived from New York last week ready to play Clearly, the success of 
Mercadito’s three NewTork outposts has bestowed confidence: The servers 
wear shirts bearing bold proclamations such as “The shrimp taco made me 
weak” and “The taco that changed my life,” phrases culled from overheard 
customer comments in NewTork. 



garlic and chipotle mojo. The tacos 
we tried— particularly the tacos estilo 
Baja, crunchy beer-battered mahi 
mahi topped with a spoonful of spicy 
slaw and chipotle aioli— were all quite 
good, if a bit pricey 

Though tacos come four to a plate 
($12.50), be prepared to place more 
than one order. These are not taco- 
stand tacos, but rather cocktail-party 
tacos, easily gone in three bites. The 
size is great if you’re seeking variety 
You can’t mix and match within an

order, so if you want to try more than one kind, you’ll be facing 8, 12 or even 
two dozen tacos. Alternately, you can nibble a single order and save room to 
explore the rest of the menu, which is rounded out by salsas ($2.50 each, two 
for $4, three for $6), guacamoles ($8 each, two for $10, three for $12), cevi- 
ches ($11.50 each, three for $20.50), botanas ($9.50), sides ($4.50 each) and a 
brief selection of larger plates such as shrimp enchiladas verdes ($18.50) and 
grilled adobo-marinated whole chicken ($23). 

Though the duo of corn masa quesadillas ($9.50) we sampled from the 
botanas (a.k.a. snacks) portion of the menu lacked pizzazz, we had no 
trouble finding noteworthy additions among the 
salsas, guacamoles and sides. Surprises included the 
sweet, crisp corn bites ($2.50) that accompanied a 
tiny dish of tart, smoky chipotle salsa (each of the six 
salsas offered comes with tortilla chips, but it’s worth 
a few extra bucks to get a basket of these die-sized 
cubes) and a side of arroz verde, a rice-and-cheese cas- 
serole seasoned with tomatillos and roasted poblanos, 
oven-baked to form a bubbling brown layer of melted 
Oaxaca and manchego cheeses on top. 

For all the talk about tacos, they aren’t the best thing 
on the menu. That distinction goes to the ceviches— 
frankly, it’s an injustice that they don’t get their ownT- 
shirt. There are four from which to choose, including a 
slightly sweet shrimp and pineapple version and a tangy 
mahi mahi with avocado and tomato in orange-chile de 
arbol broth. The standout is the ceviche de callo, bay 
scallops and sliced red grapes marinated in a key lime- 
morita chile broth brightened with a dab of mint. 

Life-changing? Not quite. But we’d definitely buy 
the T-shirt.

“I gotta say it now, better loud than too 
late,” Eddie Vedder wails in ‘Amongst the 
Waves”— the closest thing to an oceanic jam 
on “Backspacer,” and at 3 7 2 minutes it’s pretty 
much a shore dump. More than half of the songs 
here feature fast beats and screaming guitars 
instead of the more contemplative ensemble 
journeys for which Pearl Jam is famous. 

But speed isn’t the main point. Cell phone 
lifters such as “Just Breathe,” Vedder ’s lovely 
celebration of life with the wife, don’t wander 
either; he still has a philosophical bent. This 
time the lyricist mostly keeps things personal, 
considering the pleasures and tests of family 
life, love and his own mortal body. 

The music remains complex, even when it 
seems like a beer party Accessible without sac- 
rificing sophistication, aggressive without flail- 
ing, the music testifies to the skill of a group 
locked into its groove but refusing to be bored. 
This effort is proof of what a bunch of grown 
people can accomplish when they know exactly 
what they want, ann powers, l.a. times
